The object of the trip was to 
gatlier ideas eoiieerning the various 
points at which the (!rand Trunk I'a- 
cilir niiglil leriiiiiiati' on the coast, and 
the resiilt ol the tour will be considered 
111 length on retuniing to the East, The 
site (if the future terminus of the new 
ti iiiisi'ontinenti\l railroad ; is of the ut- ' 
nuisi public interest, but it could hardly 
be expected that President Hays would, 
bo prepared to make any definite un- 
nounceipent ns to tho intentions of the 
company in that respect at the present 
time. Nevertheless, the iiuestioii had ti> 
be put to him and his reply was that 
there were a great many considerations 
to be taken into account before the site 
of the terminus could be decided ujion. 
These considerations are the character 
of tlu; land ai)]iroaches to the various- 
idaces under notice, as well as the na- 
tiiru ■of the country behind them and 
through which the railroad would liavi;

Your deliberations 
will be (followed with warm and friend- 
ly- interest 'by the American people, who 
cherish, and hope that the world one 
day may enter niioii the threshold at 
least of that bles.sed time, that thousand 
years of peace. For more than a century 
there has existed iu this country a 
virile and steadily increasing sentiment 
in favor of the adjustment of differences 
between nations by .some laetUod less 
lii iital and costly than a resort to arms. 
'-I'll is sentiment has found expression 
from time to time in treaties and con- 
ventions negotiated by the government 
and iu the creation of commissions to 
whom iiuestii.iiis of interiiatioinll iniport- 
'unce have been referred for adjudica- 
tion. 

"Within the last one hundred years 
there have ibeeii more than two Jiun- 
dred cnses in 'which interiiatiomil dif- 
I'erence.s have iieeii adjusted by the 
peaceful method of arbitration in ,ono 
I'urni or another, and tiie government of 
the United States has been a party to 
a'!3out seventy of these arraugements. 
The most notalile treaty In .which '> this 
government was concerned, and ono 
which has had, perhaps, the most pro- 
found aud beiieliceut results in that it 
has directed aud powerfully iuUuenced 
liublic oiiluion, is the treaty negotiated 
in "Washington in 1871, wlilch provided 
for ifour arbitrations. ' lOf It Mr. John 
.Morley says : 

" "The treaty of Washington and the 
Geneva arbitration stands out as the 
most notiuble internatloual features of 
tho nineteenth century of the noble art 
of preventive diplomacy and the most 
signal instance iu tlieiv liistory of self- 
command in two or tliree chief demo- 
cratic powers of the Western world.' 

'"The active gootl-will of the American 
people and government with respect to 
all practical ctTorts to give eflect to the 
principle of arbitration, was again splen- 
didly and sulliciently demonstrated by 
tlio part which the American delegate 
took in the peace conference, and has

"The cause of inteniational'nphitration 
is making notable iinil permanent prog- 
ress. Since your last lueotiug tJreat 
Uritaiii and France, France and Italy, 
fJreat liritain am! Italy, Holland and 
l.>eumark. Great Rritain and .Spain, 
France and Spain, France and Ilolhuid, 
and, Spain and I'ortiigal have coucluded 
treaties idedging tb'Uiiselves, during a 
period of five years, to submit certain 
classes of casi.>s to 'The Hague tribunal. 
Tlu! signing of these treaties marks a 
distinct and promising advance. ■ Tho 
Alaskan boundary dispute has been 
iimicably settled and the record of the 
year couut8'?among^ltsvac|ueveraents, be- 
sides the cases dealt with in The Hague 
tribunal, the appointment of special ar- 
bitrators to settle.

Tlio inomibers ot the Griuid Trunk Pii- 
>■ cilk' piirty, including the chief olUciiils 
' &iid others prominently interested in 
^lliat enterprise, have visited Victoria 
unil «re now on their way east agiiiu. 
No announcement of consoquonco has 
been made as the result of their visit; 
in fact, the position is much tho siuno 
as it was. witii respect to the main mat- 
ter of a termiuus. AVe underatand that 
the Grand Trunk Pacilic ollieials came, 
.so to .siieak, to olitain a bird's eye view 
■of the Coast, and will return to develop 
their plans us the result of tlieir obser- 
vations while in British Colum'bia. No 
assurance has been given that constrnc- 
lion will eonimence at this end, or us 
tj the time and place of . construction. 
Nor is it likely that any defiuito un- 
liouneenient will be made for some 
time. Tlie members of the party ex- 
i)resscd themselves as f;reatly inuiressed 
with the grandeur of the Coast sci-nery 
.and the possibilities of especially tourist 
travel. We understand that Jlr. Hays 
re.irards the fuluro of A'ictoria a.s very 
l)r()mising in this connection and wliat 
may transpire in the* future as to the 
relations of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
.aud this city will probably, to some ex- 
tent, depend upon such consideration. 
It is useless ill the [)resent time, how- 
ever, to speculate upon what is going 
to happen with respect to a terminus 
.or torminii on this coast. We do not 
believe that wo shall know anythiuK 
oC the intentions Of tho company until 
alter the elections. We have had, it is 
.true, assurances .of an understanding 
■.that construction is to commence at the 
Pacitic; and tho visit ot tho Grand 
Trunk Pacilic ollicials would seem to 
:lend contirnmtiou to such an understand- 
ing; but it is only seeming, and Mr. 
".Hays, personally, has refused to either 
1,'ive assent to or deny the proposition. 
Hence we have every reason to assume 
. that, after the /elections are over and 
.the way is clear, in the case of the Lib- 
. crals 'being returned to power, for tlie 
. plans of the company to take effect. Mr. 
Hays will decide to do what seems best 
iu the interests of his corporation, re- 
gardless of any ■ promises of a political 
nature that may have been made. The 
wliole matter is cloudefl in the deeiiest 
niicertuinty, and while ilr. Hays, na- 
turally, does not wish to say anything 
-that will embarrass the Government, the 
leading strings of whicii he has In his 
grasp, it is evidently his jjolicy not to 
commit Ids company to any line of ao- 
tUm. He is doubtless willing to pleaso 
his political friends at this end up to 
..a certain point, but will not go so far 
as to make the interests of the railway 
.subservient to tlioir political interests 
by promising what, he may have no in- 
. tentiou to perform. , 



«f disloyalty to iConfoderation, it,, ii 
trnvblling in the fbotstepa oif ono who 
is the' present Minister of Flmincq iu 
a I.ihoral administration. Liberal load- 
ers have novor been noted for their 
too groat loyaltj' to an existing state of 
aCfairB. William Lyon MoKenzle, Papl- 
neau, Howe, Fielding and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurior himself may lie mentioned. In 
connection with tho dobato on the North- 
west Kebollion it will be rememliercd 
that Sir Wilfrid stated that, .had ha' 
been on^tho banks of tho Sasliatchowan, 
h(! woidd have shouldered his riilo aud 
fou^'llt on the side of Kiel. Theroforo, 
tho Coloui.st could jifford to go a long 
way iu the utterances of such eouti-

So far "as tho ques- 
tion of better terms in British 
Columbia is cpncornod there ii 
a constitutional' method of procoduro. 
No doubt every measuro will bo taken 
that is possihio iu order to have !Pro« 
vineial relations readjusted upon strict' 
ly constitutional linos. The Ottawa au 
thorities, however, must not imagiuo 
that tho demand for readjustment is u 
"political" cry, even though advised to 
that effect by the Liberal supporters in 
tho House. It represents a movemout 
which is founded upon right, justice 
and indisputable facts. Its considera. 
tiou cannot forever be .postpouod. The 
question must bo faced, as one of fihe 
most important that has ever ocvttpied 
the attention of the electors of British 
Colum'bia.

The dariug hold-ivp which took place 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway a fow 
miles from ^'ancouver the other day, 
was one of the first instances of tlio 
kind to occur iu British Columbia, if 
not in the whole of Canada. Tho tfactu 
have created a genuine sensation. Tho 
possilulity of such a thing occurriufi 
really never suggested itself to any per- 
son hofore; but it is easy to see how 
a set ot daring men miglit easily have 
accomplished such a font at any time. 
Tlie Cimadian Pacitic autliorilios jud 
the Provincial (loverument have taken 
prompt action in the matter and both 
have offered substantial rewards for the 
apprehension and conviction of tho 
guilty parties. The Canadian I'acific 
IJailway Company has olTered a vory 
largo sum and the Provincial Govern- 
ment has supplemented that by offering 
five hundred dollars for each conviction 
nuule. Deteiiives ami poiiee are scour- 
ing the country, aud it seems hardly jios- 
sible that the men, witli the largo 
amount of booty secured, "will be aWe to 
get clear away. It isi not likely either 
that the iueiilent will be repeatixl on 
the Canadian . side of tho line. It is a 
fortunate circumstance that such inci- 
dents are, ami always have been, rare 
in this country, and when crimes of the 
kind are couiinilted neither time nor 
money is .spared to bring the olTenders 
to ju.stice. The fear of the Law effec- 
tively administered has, throughout 
these long years, accounted for the iui- 
muuity we usually enjoy from sucli out- 
ra::es.

After making 
two round trips to Skagway the Tupcka 
was selected to carry the members Of tho 
Chamber ot Coniniereo on a three days' 
excursion about the Sound. 

'J'he City of Topeka is one of the best 
known vessels on tlu- Alaska ma. For 
tlie past llfteen years she has hi'eu oper- 
ated In the Alaska trnfllc, and dnrliig 
that time has mot with but oue si.tIous ac- 
cident. That was about two years ago, 
■when she ran on the rocks. The TopekB 
was bnllt by tho Cramps at Chester, I'u., 
Ic IHSi. For a time she plied on the At- 
lantic, running froIn^^'ew York tu port* 
on the Faclttc coast. aadAWas.on ahc run 
from Callfornia;to.'MexKaii::>p.ort8.'c; In 1880 
the vcsael' 'was. placed :oh thV'i Alaska run 
by the Pacltlc Coast Steamship Compauy, 
and has remained in that service almost 
(.Li.tlnuously.

The pack of nil varieties, of ealmoii In 
Southeastern Alaska up to September 1, 
according to Information received by 
liiady &; Co., aggregated 893,800 cases, 
says the Seattle Post-lntelllgencer. Of 
this total, there are 201,000 eases of reds, 
l,S(l.;ioo eases ot pinks and 12,000 eases of 
om-ponnd tall kings. The figures on me- 
dium reds are not given, as that pack .vns 
stii; lu progress and will not rcprctjont a 
very great total. 

These figures are claimed to be' as near- 
ly correct as It Is possible to sei-iire at 
this time, and will not vary uuich from 
the Btatouients returned by the canneries. 
\cry few of the canucrleti havi; uiiiialed 
their imck of last year, and In aildltlon 
many eutabllshmcuts were closed up en- 
tirely this , seoson. 

The reimrts have already been received 
fiom the westward and Hehrliig sea dis- 
tricts, and the total shortage in the red 
A.sska salmon pack for 11H>1 can safely be 
placed at 400,000 cases. 'That Is believed 
to be a conservative Cfitlnmte, and the to- 
tal decrease may even be larger. 

The pack on medium reds has not been 
ccnipleted, while the eaunerles have llnlsh- 
ed with the pinks. Of reds there will be 
a few more cnsei. put up, but not enough 
to materially change the figures given. The 
totals show a Iiuek of reds nearly as 
li-rge as last year fur SontlieaBteru Alli«- 
ku,~ but lichrlng sen notes a big decreaso. 

Ueneriil snlmou conditions on the- .Sound, 
111 Itrlllsh Columbia and on the Columbia 
river have not materliilly <'liiingeil. 
iF.vorywliere It Is tho same story— n big 
te.iUelt eomimreil with last year. The .''eu- 
jion, whIeU closed on the Coluiiilila river 
on August 15, was eiteiided Indefinitely, 
l,nt with no appreciable good results, for 
th" fish - have coutlmieil coming only lu 
(ki'ultory schools, aud the canners found 
verv little relief. As a matter of fact, 
It can safely be said that tin' season Is 
over there. On the Fraser river the ean- 
ncrvnien have had a little better luck, 
b;it as operations were tied up for some 
time at the flist of the season , owing to 
labor troubles, their total pack will be 
hiliort. 

On I'liKot Sound the situation la kbont 
)■.;■, bad as I'oiild be. The pack Is the 
shortest for many years, even for what 
are geiii'rally termed "olT" He.Asons, and 
till cannery peo|ile are very blur at the 
ri suits. The Falrhaven and Anaeortea 
I laiilB init up some Usli, but nothing to 
what was expected, and elsewhere there 
iWMs not enough fish to keep the men busy 
1. lie hour each day. In fact, the appear- 
anee of the llsh this season could hardly 
be lUgnlfied by the term of "a run." 

In view of this general shortage the 
iciinncd product occtiples an unusually 
strong position, both statistically and 
a'l'actlca'lly. One leading Interest au- 
ncuneod yesterday that "all stocks would 
b'. taken off the Coast before the next 
suison's operations commeneed " an al- 
most uulioard-of thing, as there Is tilmost 
always a considerable carry-over. 

The feature ot the 1004 salmon senso;! 
ni-e low pack, low prices and big bnsi- j 
iiess. At least, that Is the light In which i 
th" salmon Interests view the sitnntlon. 
The salmon trust has also removed Its 
cheap prices on I'uget .Sound soekeyes, 
and this will materially benefit the sit- 
uation. 

The shipments of Alaska eodllsh to the 
cKastern markets euutliiue with consider- 
able activity, and this week Urady & 
Cj. have dispatched a carload of the 
'fish to Jlluneapolls. This 'trade Is not 
exactly new here, but has been developed 
during the past year or so uuUl It has 
Teaelied considerable proportions. Thu 
'Alaska product la successfully competing 
•with the flsh from the Atlantic coast as 
(fa- oast as Maine. 

In another branch of the -.prepared,, flsh 
U.dustry-t' the canning of sardines, Seattle 
Is becoming quite widely known, •And' prac- 
tically all of the product of the new cau- 
i;pry of the Pacific Coast Sardine Com- 
ipuny has been disposed of.

THE BBBAD BYLAW. 

Text of the Amended Measure Given for 
Benefit of the Public. 

Tlirongh an error general circulation, was 
given an obselete bylaw respecting the 
ri j.'niiitluii of the sale of bread In Victoria. 
The anieiuled bylaw In Its main rogula- 
lioiis Is as follows: 

"Section lil). All bread sold or olTcred 
fo.' sale In ilip city of Victoria, other 
than French or fancy loaves, shall be of 
the welL'ht to be specified and announced 
as hereafter iirovlded. aud no person shall 
sell or offer for sale any bread the weight 
v.diercof Is not specified and announced 
as hereafter provided. Provided always 
that an allowance may be made In such 
specified and .announced weights at the 
rate of one oimcc In the pound of bread 
made twenty-four hours, and over, before 
the time of sale or weighing under the 
provisions of the bylaw. The burden of 
pioof ot the time of baking shall In' all 
lases devolve upou the person baking or 
exposing for sale. 

AU persons baking bread within the 
city of Victoria shall make out and from 
time to time deposit with the chief of 
luillco a statement In writing signed by 
them, stating the weights of the various 
clinracter of loaves usually baked or In- 
tended to be bilked by them. 

.1. All persons exposing bread for sale 
shall at all times place In a cousiiicnous 
position In the store, or other place where 
such bread Is exposed for sale, a notice 
In writing or lu print. In letter.s. In cither 
<'ase, of at least IVj Inches In length set- 
ting out the weights Of the various char- 
acters of loaves baked or exposed for 
sale by them. 

The statement of weights In such notice 
shall bind the baker or vendor of bread 
a-; to the represented weight of the loaves 
or loaf olfered for sale, and the tielllng of 
any loaves or loaf which Is under the rep- 
reseiiti'd weight, subject to the allowance 
aforesaid, shall coustltiue an oftenco 
against the provisions of the suld bylaw 
Hi amended hereby. 

The weight, us represented by such 
statement. Of every loaf of bread shall be 
stamped thereon. 

•I No person shall sell any lonf of bread 
In the city of Victoria upon which the rep- 
resented weight, as 111 tills bylaw provlil- 
eil. has not iieeii duly staiiiiieil iiccordln;,' 
to the requirements of tho previous sec- 
tion hereof. 

As reported : In yesterday's Colonist, the 
cuencil has decided after an Interview 
wiih the bakers of tho city, to consent not 
to Insist upon the enforcement of tlie 
• laiise rciinirliig the stamping ot tho 
Weight upon such loaf.
